America, about five every six books 
listed were the social sciences the 
humanities. Books the biological and 
physical sciences lagged far behind, 
usual. Aren’t university presses interested 
all aspects science? Why the big dis- 
crepancy? 

There doubt about the interest 
which university publishers have sci- 
ence, and the list scientific works they 
have published long. But simple fact 
academic life keeps the proportion 
scientific titles low. chemist physicist 
can summarize years research brief 
article. botanist zoologist, unless 
deals taxonomy, can the same. But 
interpreting the past, historians must, 
wordy enterprise. are literary criti- 
cism, biography, and some aspects the 
social sciences. completely natural 
that workers these fields should pro- 
duce more book-length manuscripts than 
their colleagues the laboratory. 

Many scientist with dozens articles 
his bibliography would hard put 
produce book-length manuscript his 
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field specialization. relies instead 
journal publication; and, course, 
university presses issue many these

university read it, and probably will 
send off the campus for still another 
reading. He’ll have his production depart- 
ment figure the cost printing, and the 
sales department estimate how many 
copies can sold. Then, when con- 
vinced that wants the book, must 
take the manuscript his editorial board 
for final acceptance—and perhaps one, 
two, even all the members will want 
ask him involve himself this extent 
while other publishers other presses 
are going through the same procedure 
with the same manuscript. All but one 
them are sure wasting time and 
money. 

“Now and then,” went on, scholar 


will ahead and submit his work sev- 
eral publishers once. But when does, 
should inform each one that others are 
considering the work. Then the publisher 
himself can decide whether wants 
invest his time and money evalua- 
tion the manuscript.”

When publisher compiles number 
journal articles, excerpts from books, 
and issues them under his own imprint 
single collection, usually obtains 
copyright registration his own name. 
doing so, claims copyright protec- 
tion for the form which his compila- 
tion appears, for any new prefatory mat- 
ter has added, etc., but does as- 
sert any claim copyright the individ- 
ual selections. Copyright most com- 
monly held the original publisher 
the author. 

Many scholars not understand this 
point, and when they wish obtain per- 
mission quote from such material they 
frequently write the publisher the 
collection. you wish permission 
quote from selection such edition, 
you will almost certainly find that the 
original publisher holds copyright. 
phrase such “used permission” 
“copyright 1950 So-and-So” will di- 
rect you the person agency from 
whom permission quote reprint must 
obtained.

Income Taxes 


MAURICE GREENBAUM 


Until recently scholars were one the 
few segments our society not primarily 
concerned with the alchemy convert- 
ing ordinary income into capital gains. 
with expanded economy and 
universally high tax rates, scholars are 
just concerned with the technical de- 
tails our tax laws any member 
the business community. For the Gal- 
braiths, the Schlesingers, the 
and the others whose writings appear 
the best seller lists, second article will 
appear early issue SBA, devoted 
the more sophisticated refinements 
our tax laws they relate the more 
affluent writer our affluent society. 
This first article devoted primarily 
the tax problems more universal na- 
ture they apply the majority 
scholars. 


Deductibility Business Expenses 


Taxpayers are permitted standard de- 
duction 10% their adjusted gross in- 
come $1,000 before they face the 
necessity itemizing specific deductions. 
Without regard for business expenses, 
taxpayer who owns his own home and 
therefore has pay fairly substantial real 
estate taxes and interest mortgage, 
will usually find advantageous item- 
ize his personal deductions. But even 
where the standard deduction used (so

that charitable contributions, medical ex- 
penses, etc., may not itemized and de- 
ducted) all expenses attributable sep- 
arate business and certain expenses 
employee may first deducted order 
determine the “adjusted gross income” 
which the 10% standard deduction 
applied. independent contractor (such 
the recipient grant) permitted 
deduct all trade and business expenses 
determine adjusted gross income. 
employee (who under the control 
his employer) may deduct only travel ex- 
penses away from home, reimbursed ex- 
penses (which first includes income) 
and transportation expenses. All other ex- 
penses employee may deducted 
only the standard deduction not 
elected. 

Whether the standard deduction 
used not, the following types deduc- 
tions may pertinent: secretarial ex- 
penses, research expenses, microfilming, 
photostats, typing, travel expenses, profes- 
sional society dues, cost attending pro- 
fessional meetings, well any legal and 
accounting fees. must borne mind, 
however, that expenses behalf 
employer which should properly re- 
imbursed cannot converted into tax 
deduction merely not seeking the re- 
imbursement which available. 

The cost purchasing professional 
journals and magazines may also de- 
ducted. The cost purchasing books, 
however, considered capital expendi- 
ture and may not taken current de- 
duction. Instead, the items comprising 
professional library may depreciated 
over the estimated useful life the par- 
ticular book. other words, the entire 
cost the book may not taken 
income tax deduction single year, but, 
rather, must spread over period 
years. 

Under some circumstances may 
possible take portion the home ex- 
penses business deduction the home 
used office well. The Internal 
Revenue Service will permit such de- 
duction only cases where there ac- 
tually part the home used office. 
Where applicable, proportionate part 
the house expenses, including heat, light, 
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utilities, maintenance, cleaning, etc., may 
appropriate income tax deduction. 
The allocation may made square 
footage basis per-room basis. The 
Internal Revenue Service will usually ac- 
cept either method provided put forth 
reasonable basis. Whatever the meth- 
od, the specific allocation must sup- 
ported the precise data from which 
the allocation was made. 

this connection, cannot stressed 
too strongly that many reasonable and 
proper tax deductions are forfeited for 
failure maintain and preserve adequate 
records with respect the expenditures. 
Cancelled checks and bills are course 
the most desirable method supporting 
particular expense. other cases, how- 
ever, diary entries some form con- 
temporaneous billing record may ac- 
ceptable. the case expenses related 
writing, wise precaution date all 
research notes, and the same time in- 
dicate the precise place which they 
were made. 

The expenses incurred writing 
article book are deductible for in- 
come tax purposes long the expense 
was incurred for writing which was 
done for the purpose producing in- 
come, was directly related the in- 
come-producing activity the writer. 
Typing, research, and similar expenses 
connection with article written for 
scholarly journal which produces in- 
come may, nevertheless, taken in- 
come tax deduction the article ad- 
junct other professional income pro- 
ducing activities. The test for deductibil- 
ity the same test applied the expenses 
the average business man—was the ex- 
pense one which may deemed “ordi- 
nary and necessary” relation the pro- 
fession the writer? 

From technical standpoint, imma- 
terial whether the expenses actually pro- 
duce any income all whether they 
produce income the current year. 
practical matter, however, there 
wide disparity between the amount the 
expenses relation the income the 
writer the same year, the Internal Rev- 
enue Service may scrutinize the deduc- 
tions very closely. the case work 


requiring considerable research over 
period years, the writer may show 
loss during such years before any substan- 
tial income realized. Nevertheless, the 
work question produces income 
later year, there will less difficulty 
justifying the expenses incurred the 
earlier years. 


Deduction Educational Cost 


most parents are painfully aware 
these days, our tax laws not permit the 
deduction expenses incurred for “gen- 
eral educational aspirations” prepare 
oneself for particular field endeavor. 
Treasury Department regulations, how- 
ever, permit deduction for educa- 
tional costs undertaken primarily for the 
purpose “maintaining improving 
skills required the taxpayer his em- 
ployment other trade. The regula- 
tions also permit deduction for costs in- 
curred meet additional educational re- 
quirements necessitated law well 
those requirements imposed em- 
ployer condition retention the 
employee’s salary, status, employment. 
Such requirement must course have 
bona-fide connection with the employee’s 

and large, the courts have been tak- 
ing much more liberal attitude with re- 
spect the deductibility educational 
costs “required” teachers their em- 
ployers. The recent case Devereaux 
Commissioner (decided the Court 
Appeals for the Third Circuit June, 
1961) interesting example this 
more liberal attitude. order acquire 
permanent tenure Pennsylvania State, 
Professor Devereaux was required 
have terminal degree the notice date 
July 1954. June that year 
started work Ph.D. degree the 
University Pittsburgh. the basis 
his commencing the work, the University 
granted him permanent tenure. his tes- 
timony before the Tax Court, Professor 
Devereaux stated that had committed 
himself study for degree order 
influence the University not give him 
state, however, that also expected that 
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the higher degree would pertinent 
future promotion rank and salary. 
Once received notice permanent 
tenure, was not legally obligated 
continue his court study. the basis 
the foregoing, the Tax Court held that 
the costs attending the University 
Pittsburgh were not deductible because 
the taxpayer’s primary purpose was 
qualify for new and better position 
the University. The Court Appeals, 
however, felt that was under real 
obligation continue his course study 
once the University granted him tenure, 
and that the expenses were deductible be- 
cause they were incurred primarily 
preserve his employment. The opinion 
the court stressed the fact that something 
less than legally enforceable obligation 
pursue course study will suffice 
sustain tax deduction. 

From tax standpoint the requirement 
advanced study employer may 
boon rather than burden. Because 
such requirements, thousands teach- 
ers taking summer courses have been al- 
lowed deduct the cost such courses 
the theory that they are necessary 
maintain particular rank salary status. 
the other hand, university instructor 
was denied deduction for European 
tour even though showed that his uni- 
versity employer required him devote 
one every three summers “travel, 
reading, resting 
earlier case, the Tax Court similarly dis- 
allowed the expense extensive Euro- 
pean trip music teacher who took 
tour secure additional credit order 
meet certificate requirements “in- 
service study and training.” The regula- 
tions the institutional employer pro- 
vided that such tour could taken for 
credit alternative taking actual 
summer courses. The Tax Court held that 
while academic credit might given for 
such tour, the Treasury Department 
properly refused give tax credit for 
the expenses such tour. 

The deduction travel expenses 
scholar need not depend upon the preser- 
vation income-paying job. the 
Brooks case, the Tax Court denied re- 


search associate Physiology, who was 
working without salary university, 
deduction for travel expenses Europe 
study cellular growth various insti- 
tutions the Continent. The Court 
Appeals, however, rejected the Tax 
Court’s reasoning that since the taxpayer 
was not receiving income from her work 
she could not claim the deduction. The 
Court reasoned that one need not neces- 
sarily have specific income-paying job 
carry “trade business” and granted 
the taxpayer income tax deduction for 
the expenses incurred connection with 
her “business research.” 


Taxability Prizes, Awards and 
Fellowships 


Amounts received prize award 
are included within the broad definition 
taxable income. Since 1954, however, 
there has been specific exception the 
case prizes and awards made primarily 
field. The exclusion pertinent, however, 
only (1) the prize winner was selected 
without any action his part enter 
contest proceeding, and (2) the recipi- 
ent not required render substantial 
future services condition receiving 
the prize 

The Internal Revenue Service has ruled 
that under this provision the Pulitzer 
Prize and the Stalin Peace Prize, for ex- 
ample, are excluded from income be- 
ing the nature gift. Similarly, the 
Treasury Department has ruled that 
annual award presented outstanding 
teacher not deemed taxable income 
where none the teachers knew was 
being considered for the award nor did 
perform any special work for it. 
the other hand, the Internal Revenue 
Service has ruled that prizes awarded 
faculty members individual merit 
basis supplement their annual salary 
were considered additional tax- 
able income. 

Scholarships and fellowships are also 
treated nontaxable. order qualify 
nontaxable scholarship the award 
must granted tax exempt organiza- 
tion governmental agency for course 
study educational institution 
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maintaining regular faculty and curric- 
ulum and having regular body stu- 
dents attendance. tax exempt fellow- 
ship grant made the same type 
organization any individual aid him 
his pursuit study research. the 
case recipients who are not candidates 
for degree, however, there limitation 
$300 times the number months for 
which the grant made, with maximum 
months. addition, amounts re- 
ceived and spent for incidental expenses 
travel, research, clerical help, equip- 
ment are excluded without limitation. 

the grantee fellowship has part 
the funds allocated room and board 
away from home, the Treasury Depart- 
ment has ruled that that part the fund 
excluded addition the $300 per 
month otherwise allowable. obvious, 
therefore, that some prior thought 
granting organizations the phrasing 
their grants may spell out substantially 
different tax impact the persons whom 
they are trying assist. 

this same connection, teachers 
residence who are furnished lodging and 
board may accorded varying tax treat- 
ment depending upon how their contracts 
are worded with respect these items. 
Normally, the receipt room and board 
without charge considered addi- 
tional income the extent their fair 
market value. the other hand, the 


extent that these emoluments are fur- 
nished for the “convenience the em- 
ployer” they are nontaxable. appro- 
priate circumstances, recital con- 
tract that the presence teacher resi- 
dence deemed the best interest 
the institution, etc., and that such resi- 
dence made specific condition em- 
ployment, will effectively preclude any 
assiduous assault the tax collector. 
Finally, where scholarships fellow- 
ships are granted educational insti- 
tution, there any doubt about the 
nontaxability the recipient, there would 
concomitant question tax with- 
holding the payor institution. such 
cases, possible request ruling 
from the Internal Revenue Service 
Washington regarding the applicability 
the exclusion provisions. One midwest- 
ern university follows the practice re- 
questing such ruling with respect 
practically all scholarships that grants. 
should apparent that little fore- 
sight the part educational institu- 
tions may alleviate the tax burdens that 
fall upon the scholar less than the 
business man. Similarly, the same kind 
foresight and careful attention keep- 
ing records expenditures will long 
way toward helping the scholar minimize 
the tax impact his income. appro- 
priate cases, seeking professional account- 
ing legal advice recommended.
